Abdal- 
lah, at the dead of a compahy of hof ffc- 
men, pafled into India with other Affghan 
Tartars. After various adventures - in 
the Rohilla country, he went irttothd 

fervice 
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fervicc of the Vizar, and from thence 
into that of the Nabob of Bengal, the 
-famous Surajah Dowlah; who, after he 
had rendered himfelf univerfally un- 
popular and odious, by a violation of 
pubic credit, as well as private pro* 
perty, was attacked and overthrown by 
Lord Give, and fucceded io the Na- 
bobfhip by Meer jaffier^ . ■■'.,- 

It is the wife and humane policy of 
the Eaft to refpeft private property * even 
in the midft of revolution* This policy 
adopted by Lord Clive, confolidated the 
power and interefts of England in that 
quarter of India. 

The chief, with all his treafures un- 
diminifhed, entered the fervice of the 
Mogul, and died foon after , at Delbi# 
His fon Abdallab, went, with' an im-% 
rAenfe fortune, fecured under the in^ 
yiplate fecurity of the Shroffs, or pub-i 
lie bankers, to Surat, an antient, large, 
pnd opulent city, on the north-weft 
coaft of Indijt, nominally under the au- 
thority 
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thority of the Mogul empire, but a&ually 
under the power as well as proteftion of 
the Englifh. On the rapid advances of 
the cruel Gholaum Cawder Khan to 
Delhi, the young Abdallah, with the per-* 
miffion of the humane Shah Allum, the 
emperor, judged it prudent to retreat, 
as there had been an implacable hatred 
between th$t chief and the father of 
Abdallah, when in the fervice of Ro- 
hillas. 

, At Surat, Abdallah, who was habitu- 
ated from his earliefl years to entertain 
9 great regard for the Englifh, had an 
opportunity of becoming acquainte4 
with many individuals of this nation, at 
and in the vicinity of Surat : but he wa$ 
chiefly attached to the phyGcian to thq 
Englifh Fa&ory ; $ very worthy, as \ycll 
as ingenious man ; although he emeit? 
tained a belief in many whimfies of the^ 
brain, fuch as Animal Magnetifm, and 
the DoQrines of Swedenbourg ; nor was 
it to be doubted, that he believed, likq> 
... the 
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the reft of his countrymen of Kintail' 
in the fccond fight, although he could 
never be brought to anfwer the queftion 
vrhether he did or not, either in the af- 
firmative or negative. Dr. Macraw, (fof 
that was the name of the gentleman), had 
acquired a very genteel fortune at the 
age of fifty-five, and now longed to re- 
turn to his native mountains. Abdallah 
Beg expreffed a defire to accompany 
him, to which he very readily and cor- 
dially aflented. They failed, after the 
neceffary preparations, in one of the 
Company's grabs front Surat to Bombay, 
and from thence, in the Melville Caftle, 
to England. In the numerous train of 
Abdallah, confiding of Moors as well 
as Hindoos, both male and females* 
(for he was accounted the ficheft man in 
Surat) was a little lively Irifhman, who 
had become fo great a favourite with 
a native merchant of Surat, that he ad- 
vanced him from a menial fituation in 
his own houfe to the. rank of a gentle- 
man 
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man, having procured for him an en- 
figncy firft* ; and foon afterwards a lieu- 
tenancy in the military fervice of the 
Company. The merchant dying, left , 
Lieutenant O'Gahagan a legacy of no 
Lefs than twenty thoufand pounds. Ab- 
dallah and the Doctor admitted the 
Lieutenant very often into their cabin, 
taken .conjointly, and which was the 
largeft and moft commodious in the 
Chip, on account of the frifky gaiety 
and levity of his difpofition, which ferv- 
cd in fome meafure to relieve the. mo- 
notony of a tedious voyage. It feemecL 
as impoffible for him to lit on a chair 
as it w^s for a monkey ; though, cer-: 
tainly not for the fame reafon. He was: 
for ever in motion, whiftling and finging, 
difplacing and replacing the furniture 
of the cabin, changing cloaths with the. 
female (laves,, blacking his face, and com- 
mitting a thoufand buffooneries and blun- 
ders. He could read as well as write a 
little, and as it was proper for a gentle- 
man 
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man of fortune, bad purchafed a confi- 
derable number of books at Bombay, 
which afforded him the pleafure of ar- 
ranging them, and frequently chang- 
ing their pofition in a bookcafe, but it 
is not fuppofed that he ever fo much as 
read their title-pages.

happy in an opportunity of fending 
them under this travelling governor for 
their education in England. 

Nothing extraordinary happened dur- 
ing the voyage. It was mod tedious and 
dreadful to O'Gahaghan, who fuffered 
more from con ft ant ennui, notwith- 
standing the perpetuity of his. motion^ 
than he could have done. from the dan-, 
gers of a tempeftuous voyage. On this 
occafion, an intelligent obferver had an

Dr.Macraw found unexhauftedamufe- 

ment 
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ment in reading various books of fcience f 
particularly on the fubje£t of Phyfiology 
and Natural Hiftory. He himfelf had a 
manufcript, -the fruit of many excur- 
fions into the interior of India, defcrib- 
ing the animals, particularly, the ferpents 
of that country. Abdallah read, not 
only fuch entertaining, and we may 
almoft fay, fublime romances, as the 
Arabian Nights* Entertainments, but 
the hiftories of the celebrated princes 
of the Mogul and other Tartars, and 
the inftitutes of Timur and Akbar. 
The poor Lieutenant feemed juft to be 
pofleffed of as much reflection and ca- 
pacity for thinking, as fet him at vari- 
ance, and in a ftate of hoftility with 
himfelf: to deprive him of the happy 
ftupor of mere animal life, without af- 
fording fo much as a tafte for intellec- 
tual enjoyment.

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(for her hufband, when not 1 drinking* 
was always about the (tables) now to 
look out for a tutor to the boys, who 
at eight and nine years of age, feemed 
to have attained to the gravity and 
difcretion of manhood.— There was ia 
the inn, at that very time, a Welch 
curate, a countryman of the landlady's, 
who had come to town feeking employ- 
ment, and who, in the mean time, had 
the run of her kitchen. She afked him 
if he would undertake the charge in 
queftion, the principal thing being only 
French, of which even her cook was 
a perfeft mailer. The curate, Mr. 
Lewyn, knew a little Latin, fcarcely 
a fmattering of French. However, 
being pufhed by neceffity, the mother 
of invention, he fell on an ingenious 
contrivance. He had fufpe&edOGala- 
ghan to be no great head-piece, from 
Very obvious circumftances; but before 
he would venture to undertake the 
charge, he defired to be introduced,

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and to pafs an evening with him, which 
was readily agreed to.

difpofer of my fubftance, and the Queen 
Of my Haram. — My words are not 
worthy to be add re fled to fo holy 
and fablime a Dervis; but your daugh- 
ter overpowers and overwhelms me. 
The enlightened fage. who carries this, 
will anfwer any queftions, and bring 
your reply to this." 

Dr. Macraw being properly intro- 
duced, delivered this letter to Dr. Mon- 
criefwith the mod perfeQ; ferioufnefs, 
and with many proteftations of his 
friend's affluence, as well asiiis virtues. 
The good Dr. Moncrief was not a little 
aftonifhed; but, far from treating this as 
a matter of laughter, he fympathifed wjth 
Abdallah, knowingthat in Afiatic bofoms 
the paflion of love may be carried to 
the mod painful height, if not accepted 
and returned.

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fhip of .Djindotftie, Conditions, which a 
female dould not fulfil ; but; that in ooe 
of the mfrnufcripts relating to this matter, 
there is a ftrong appearance of an era- * 
fore having taken place after the word 
quibufdam, which erafupe may be faid, 
not ; without verofimilitude, may have 
been maribus. I fear, my Lord, that

I believe 
I have mentioned to your Lordfhip that 
fince my fortune enabled, and my years 
furnifhed an apology, (though in truth 
inany an older man is in full praftice 
and accounts himfelf young) for my 
retreat frdm the buftle of the bar on 
common occafions, 1 have employed my 
leifure very much in genealogical re- 

fearches, 
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fearches, and in afcertaining a point 
moft important to my family, and indeed 
not unimportant in the hiftory of Eu- 
rope, and particularly that of the Royal 
houfes : which point is, that the Che- 
valiet Charles Stuart being now dead, 
and the Cardinal of York being difqua- 
lified from marriage, be fides the cir- 
cumftance of his being effete through 
age, feveral of the titles belonging to, 
and formerly enjoyed by, the royal fa- 
mily of the Stuarts of the nfale line, de- 
fcend upon me the lineal male represen- 
tative of that family, and the heirs male 
of my body lawfully begotten.

* If *Mifs Dundorne . and I fhould 
icdme together, I will .not take one far- 
thing from your Lordfhip for the ma- 
nagement of your affairs, but continue 
to do it gratis ; though, I would, not
